The Bolshevists are 
especially bitter against the Poles, it 
beinjj reported that the declaration of 
a holy war against Poland by the IUOM- 
cow government makes it "right and 
duty of every Bolshevist to kill the 
Poles as enemies of mankind." There 
are fewer burning houses than former- 
ly, but is charged that where houses 
are spared their inmates are slain. 
Miss Shebeko, a sister of a member 


of the imperial council, succeeded in 
escaping from Mohilev and has reached 
Warsaw. Two brothers living in Ser- 
dowski. were tortured to death and 
their wives and little children were 
mutilated .according to her story. 


The officer of the Polish le.sion who 


went to visit Serdowski is alleged to 
have been murdered because he wore 
epaulets, which are forbidden by the 
Bolshevists. 
Jliss Shebeko says that this murder 
aroused the indignation of certain Jew- 
ish members of the local Soviet. She 
says the sentence was finally approved 
when it was learned that the officers 
knew how to read and write. One of 
the speakers at<the hearing was report- 
ed toTiave. declared: 
"There will be perfect equity in the 
world only when nobody know.s.how tt 
read and write." 


Miss Shebeko says that many well- 


bred women in Russia have committed 
suicide through fear of outrage. Many 
of those escaping from the country are 
disguised in old clothes and hide th? 
marks of refinement on their hands and 
face with dirt.

Berlin, Sunday, Jan. 19.—The streets 


of Berlin today were virtually burned 
under a deluge of. election dodgers, 
handbills and leaflets, while the fronts 
of houses and available windows were 
plastered with huge posters hung up 
by campaign workers during the morn- 
ing- finally without the knowledge of 
house-owners or store proprietors. The 
spectacle was one wholly new to Eer- 
lio where the billboard privileges are 
strictly confined to the familiar col- 
umns on the street corners, while the 
distribution of handbills is ordinarily 
severely restricted by police regulations. 
Today, however, the house and shop 


fronts on Unter den Linden were one 
continuous billboard appeal to the vot- 
ers. The much-advertised paper short- 
age with which the publishers 
have 


been forced t ocotend, hardly appeared 
to be an actuality in the light of the 
mass of campaign literature with which 
Berlin has been choked for the last few ' 
days. The majority socialists alone are 
reported to have distributed 300,000,- 
000 dodgers in addition to wall paper- 
ing- the city -with .myraids of posters. 
. The entire apparatus of. the govern- 
ment was set in motion for the major- 
ttyft»oci4«.list campaign which was easily 
<tf»dnifi> ad an»pv carried .-on> for..today-tt 
historic election of members of the 
national assembly. In addition to hav- 
ing the strategic advantage of govern- 
mental Control, the Scheidemann party 
was more adept at campaigning than 
the bourgoise factions, to whom the 
game under present conditions was 
somewhat new. 
The independent so- 
cialists confined their attempts at vote- 
getting to public meetings and were not 
represented in the spread of the vast 
quantities of printers' ink. 


The German democratic party, how- 
ever, was liberally represented among 
the handbills and posters, and in addi- 
tion it carried on -an active house-to- 
house canvass. 
It is estimated that no less than

Few of Our "U" Boat Chaser Skipper* 


Had Had Previous Nautical 


Experience. 


"Where do the officers of the sub- 


marine chasers come from?" I asked 
an executive officer long in the navy, 
writes Samuel G. Blythe In the Satur- 
day Evening Post. 


"Everywhere," he Bald. 
"Were they sailors?" 
"Not many of them; some bad linfl 


experience In motor boats ami yachts 
and wore amateur navigators, but tlio 
way they Imve picked It up Is marvel- 
ous. Let me give you an illustration. 
When I was organizing the first flotilla 
that came over I questioned the young 
chaps who came before me ns officers 
for the chasers. 
Of the first five on 


one day one had been a shoe salesman, 
nnother nn acoounta'nt, another a nut 
inspector and another an actor." 


"Nut Inspector?" I said. 
"What's 


that?" 


"He worked on a pecan ranrh down 


south somewhere." 


"They had had some sailing experi- 


ence and had taken short special 
courses at n training school. Now of 
that bunch three are in command of 
chasers today, four brought their ships 
across and the actor Is n unit comman- 
der, and a mighty good one, too. That's 
where ive got them. The navy just 
reached out and collected thorn here, 
there and everywhere, and they are 
good stuff and making sailors of them- 
selves mighty fast."

Small 
holes are plugged with wood, but large 
ones are patched with "standards" 
patches. These are made of 12-inch 
wooden beams, and a patch somptimes 
weighs as much as 20 tons. 


As may be imagined, the size of the 


hole varies greatly. In some cases It 
has measured 40 feet long by 20 feet 
wide, and in one case it has been 
known to be 48 feet long by 23 feet 
wide. 


When the vessels have been pluggpri 


and patched, their cargo removed and 
the water pumped out of them they 
proceed to the nearest port where they 
can be permanently repaired. 


Several vessels have been torpedoed 


after being refloated and have again 
been successfully raised and taken 
Into port

Systematic efforts were made to train 
the employes in the principles of safe 
operation. As a result it proved pos- 
sible greatly to reduce the number of 
disasters, 
without 
any revolutionary 


changes in equipment.

eral demand for steel cars. Yet the 
coach that suffered the worst in the 
Batavia wreck was a steel sleeper. It 
i»as reduced to complete wreckage.

NEW ARMISTICE TERMS. 


(Philadelphia Record.) 
Peace not having been effected yet. 


Marshal Foch imposes some additional 
conditions upon Germany, in the e". ent 
of whose refusal we may suppose that 
hostilities will be resumed. "We do not 
anticipate the refusal, though the Cen- 
tral Xews Agency of London offers the 
statement "on authority of an unim- 
peachable character" tV>.U conditions in 
Europe are such that "war may break 
out again at any moment. The allied 
war council has arrived at a decision 
which means that the British people 
have mistaken the appearance of peace 
for the reality. . . If the rapid in- 
crease in demobilization recently an- 
nounced were continued there would 
in a f»w months be no army in Franro 
to undertake the obligations which. In- 
common decision of the allies, have 
been placed upon British shoulders." 


This sounds omnious. but it is im- 


possible to weigh its value when we do 
not "know whether the "authority" is 
really of "an unimpeachable character." 
We can hardly imagine that Germany, 
with most of its army demobilized, and 
much of its army war material and 
most of its navy surrendered, is in a 
condition to reopen hostilities at any 
momenl.
